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Nix county wetlands control

The Lake County Board sent Robert 
; Whytc, aquatic biologist (o talk to the 
Antioch Village Board about the proposed 
county ordinance on wetlands. 

Although the county board says that the 
-ordinance Is just in Its preliminary draft 
stage, its basic purpose will be to take 
part of the Army Corps of Engineers' job 
away from them and put all wetlands In 
Lake County, both In municipal i lies and 
unincorporated areas, under the direct 
jurisdiction of die Lake County Health 
Dcpt 

Wtiyte claims that the county will keep 
a much closer and stricter eye oh the area 
wetlands than the Army does now. 

According to Community Dev. Dir. 
Don Davis, after Whytc's visit, which 
will take place all over the county before 
the ordinance is brought to a public 



hearing at Brae Loch Country Club on 
Monday, Oct. 16. "The village has 
several concerns about this proposed 
ordinance. 

Wo sec another level of bureaucracy 
added to the many present levels. We also 
find the ordinance in its present form 
vague and ambiguous.'' 

The thought that this could put An- 
tioch's wetlands at the mercy of Lake 
County politics was also brought up. 

Trustee Marilyn Shincflug, while 
objecting to the addition of another level 
of governmental control, is worried about 
the loss of local control over the wetlands, 
like many of the other trustees. 

"One example of double problems that 
can be created by the loss of that control 
would arise if the village wanted to widen 
one of its streets that border on wetlands. 
.We have many of these, Rtcs. 173 and 83, 
. Deep Lake Rd., Depot St. and Mc Millen 



Dr. to name a few. 

We would still have to go to the Army 
Corps of Engineers for permission to 
widen the street and then also bring it 
before the county board, said Shine Dug. 

Shincflug added (hat she was not so sure 
that if the county indeed takes the 
wetlands over that the health department 
should bo the agency to take charge 
Instead of the building and zoning 
department.

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Health Dept. officials 
aim for wetlands support 



A lew complicated permit procedure 
with more local control are keystones of 
the proposed Lake County wetlands 
control ordinance thai will bo administered 
by the Lake County Health Dept 

The ordinance is designed to cut through 
the myriad levels of government with 
Jurisdiction over wetlands, while at the 
samo time providing for the protection and 
preservation of a vital natural resource. 

Spurred by the realization thai wetlands 
are disappearing rapidly as the county 
heads down the path of urbanization, 
health department aides are appearing 
before municipal bodies throughout the 
county to describe the ordinance and 
support its adoption. 

Steve Moyland, assistant director or the 
environmental health division told the Fox 
Lake council that the ordinance will 
simplify and supplant the complicated 
wetlands control procedure now vested 
with the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
that has provide ineffective due to lack to 
personnel. 

The Lake County Health Dept. is going 
to guarantee protection of die county's 
28,000 acres of wetlands that ore tied 
closely to flood control and a healthy 
environment, Moyland asserted. 

Robert White, acquatlc biologist for the 
department, appeared before the Antioch 
Village Board the same evening. 

Wetlands ore nature's water niters and 
purifiers, Moyland slated. "With all the 
lakes around, you should be concerned 
about pure water," Moyland told Fox Lake 
officials. 

Meetings with county villages were held 



this week as preparation for a hearing 
scheduled for 7:30 p.m. Monday, Oct. 16, 
at Brae Loch Golf Course, Rtc, 45, Gages 
Lake, 

Aniioch officials foil the ordinance is 
vagUe and will crcatVanothcr layer of 
bureaucracy. They pointed out thai 
wetlands will be subject to county 
politics. 

Trustee John Erdman of Fox Lake raised 
a question about what he termed "veto 
power over building on wetlands." 

Moyland said every wetland problems 
will be considered on "case by case" 
situation. As for wetlands, he pointed out 
building already is prohibited in flood 
plains, which are different than wetlands. 

The ordinance wilt govern draining, 
filling, flooding, dredging or any 
alternation of a wetland. 

The health department sold it Is essential 
to protect and preserve wetlands because 
they are associated with clean surface 
water, hydrotogic stability, control 
flooding and erosion, safeguard potable 
water, minimize toxic substances in fish 
and wildlife and reduce pathogenic bacteria. 

Dist. 4 County Board Rep. Suzi 
Schmidt said wetlands control has been 
plagued by jurisdictional issues. Vesting 
wctland's control with tho health 
department wilt eliminate this, she said. 

Moyland mentioned that at an April 28 
public meeting at Grant High School on a 
wetlands problem, It was discovered that 
more than half a dozen agencies now have 
wetlands jurisdiction.

Wetlands breakthrough 




Adoption of a proposed county ordi- 
nance giving the Lake County Health 
Dcpt. Jurisdiction over all wetlands, 
whether in unincorporated territory or 
within the boundaries of a municipality, 
could be the breakthrough needed for 
protection and preservation of a natural 
resource clearly threatened by extinction in 
an era of exploding growth and de- 
velopment. 

For many years, the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers, the agency with the last 
word over wetlands, has been totally 
inadequate to exercise its authority simply 
because it has been overwhelmed by rapid 
urbanization. Wetlands of all sizes arc 
being cither destroyed or so decimated as 
to be rendered function less. Something has 
to be done. Thai something is the 



ordinance granting the health department 
jurisdiction and authority over the precious 
wetlands so vital for maintenance of the 
environment and flood control. 

The fact that approximately one-fifth of 
Lake County is cither water or wetlands 
has given this area a unique character. 
Destruction of the wetlands in every sense 
of the word is a step toward destruction of 
our way of life. 

This newspaper is 100 percent in 
support of the wetlands control ordinance. 
We sec it as a last chance to control our 
own destiny. Wetlands ore a key to good 
living for modern man, just as they were 
significant to our forebears. Let's take 
control of the wetlands now, before it's 
too late.

Ap- 
preciative citizens understand that util- 
ization of the powers of eminent domain 
is not dictatorial, but acting in the best 
interest of the community.

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New area code 
latest snag 
in our lives

Ma Bell has a habit of disrupting our 
lives every so often. Are you ready for the 
new 708 area code going into clTccl Nov. 
II? 

That's when the area outside Chicago 
now in the 312 area code wilt become 
708. That's us. This isn't Bell system 
treachery to extract additional loll calling- 
revenue. Calls between Chicago and the 
suburbs will cost the same. 

The new 708 area code is a way of 
supplying a new batch of seven-digit 
numbers, which arc in short supply 
because of all the growth and 
development 

If you're 50 or older, this is the third 
major upheaval in your life because of 
telephone company efforts to keep up with 
the times. The first disruption came when 
two- and three-digit "local" numbers were 
scrapped for (ho seven -digit numbering 
system in the early '60s, Human telephone 
operators were replaced by electronics. To 
soften the blow of losing the friendly 
female voices, Bell provided jazzy 
"downtown" sounding prefcxes like 
ELliou (Lake Villa), Justice (Fox Lake), 




BAldwin (Grayslakc), ONiorio (Woukcgan- 
Gurnce), GEncral (Lake Zurich), JAcksori 
(Wauconda) and Kimball (Round Lake). 
For somo reason, Liberty villc and 
Mundctcin prefixes were LI and MU. That 
made sense, as opposed to the CHcrry used 
in Waukcgan for awhile. Just about the 
time everyone was used to the alphabetical 
prefixes, 10 years later modem electronics 
reared its head again and in came all 
numerical numbers. That was a shocker! 

Antioch was never burdened with a 
fancy sounding prcfex, vaulting right from 
the low number "central" system to the 
first all seven-digit number in the early 
1960s. In a flash, Antioch's totally 
antiquated system became the most 
modem. 

Somo observers arc trying to read social 
significance into the separation of Chicago 
and suburban area codes, me reasons being 
that the two areas arc so radically different 
that separate area codes arc necessary. 
Maybe so. 

Along this line, the suggestion wo like 
best is changing the Chicago area code to 
767. So when you dial Chicago it will be 
S-O-S plus the seven-digit number. Now 
THAT mokes sense.

'708 was slowed when Illinois Bell 
instituted the 1-312 system in 1982. The 
present numbering plan is used by 
telephone companies in Canada, the

After Nov. 11, there will be a three* 
month grace period until February, 1990 
when callers not using the proper area 
code will still have their calls go through,

Crappies die 

LAKE VILLA— Bob Whyie. an 
aquatic biologist with the Lake County 
Health Dcpl. Div. of Environmental 
Health, Is concerned with a fish kill on 
Sand Lake that wiped out hundreds of 
Crappic during the past few weeks. A 
member of the team of biologists who 
performed a limnology study of the lake 
last year, Whyie said residents with homes 
along Sand Lake must take action if the 
lake, which was found to be in serious 
condition, is to be saved. The water, 
Whyie said, is nutrient rich duo to 
phosphorous and nitrogen entering it in 
sediment from lake front homes whose 
owners use chemicals on their lawns or 
whose septic systems need .attention. 
Whyie will be speaking to the Sand Lake 
Properly Owners Assn. at their Oct. 18 
meeting and plans to propose thai an 
aeration system be purchased for the lake.
